Group II, claim(s) 86, 108-109, drawn to antisense oligonucleotides and cell and cell 
extracts comprising said products. 

Group III, claims 90-94, drawn to targeting vectors comprising said nucleic acids and 
mouse embryonic stem cells comprising said vectors. 

Group IV, claims 95-96, and 108-1 10, drawn to dsRNAi and cells and cell extracts 
comprising said products. 

Group V, claims 99-100, drawn to antibodies which binds said P-Pex1 protein. 

Group VI, claims 101-102, and 133 drawn to a recombinant non-human animal that is 
heterozygous for disruption of a gene encoding P-Rex1 and methods of use thereof.

The inventions listed as Groups l-XI do not relate to a single general inventive concept

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corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the special technical 
features of Groups l-X are : DNA encoding P-Rex1 polypeptides, antisense DNA, 
targeting vectors, dsRNAi, antibodies which bind said P-Rex1 polypeptides, transgenic 
animals, inactive mutants of P-Rex1, DNA encoding said mutants, antibodies which 
bind said mutants, and modulators of P-Rex1 polypeptides (or method of use thereof) 
which are each directed to products of unrelated chemical structure and function.
